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“THE STORM-SWEPT BALKANS. 


Mr. Fisher Unwin has just published a new 
work on the Near East, which gives us some 
interesting side-lights on the present position 
of affairs in the Balkan Peninsula. The author, 
who witholds his identity on the ground that 
much of the information given tv him was of 
a confidential nature, and because the work 
contains “many plain truths and much out- 
spoken criticism,” apparently had every oppor- 
tunity of studying the situation first-hand. 
He was the bearer of despatches from the 
British Government and had_ introductions 
which obtained for him audiences of the kings 
and princes of the Balkan states, the Sultan of 
Turkey, and the highest officials in various 
cabinets. At the outset he makes the frank 
confession that “the writer who attempts to 
place the various Balkan questions impartially 
and clearly before the public will at once find 
himself utterly confused, and wallowing wildly 
in a morass of misstatement and misrepresenta- 
tion. The Balkans torn by race-hatreds, party 
strife, and the intrigues of the Powers.” This 
accurate description of the position in the 
storm-swept Peninsula is followed up by the 
equally frank statement that “much that w's 
told me in one country was contradicted in the 
next,” so that, even for an observer who had so 
free an entry <o the inner circles of diplomacy, 
the difficulties of getting at the trath were 
anything but slight. The writer visited in turn 
“Montenegro, Northern Albania, Dalmatia, 
Bosnia, Herzegovina, Servia, Bulgaria, Rou- 
mania, Turkey, and Macedonia, and he gives 
usa vivid description of the unrest and race 
feuds everywhere prevalent.’ Austria and Ger 
many figure throughout the book as dominat- 
ing and sinister influences. The author bluntly 


accuses the two powers of competing for the- 


supremacy in the Balkans. “The Austrian 
Eagle has overshadowed and grasped Bosnia, 
she has her talons into Servia, and is casting 
covetous glances upon gallant little Monte- 
negro.” Germany, on the other hand, is pursu- 
ing her réle of Defender of the Faithful to such 
a successful degree that her influence at 
Yildiz is paramount, and the tragedy of 
Macedonia is quiétly ignored. Austria is de- 
nounced for adopting “Russian” methods in 
order to bring about the subjugation of Bosnia. 
The peasantry are oppressed, and subject to 
an elaborate system of “espionage, und the 
liberty of the press is unknown. Austria, we 
are further told, is also responsible for the 
adverse criticisms of King Peter’s rule in 
Servia which have appeared in the Londoti 
press, the correspondents being in the pay of 
the Austrian Government. 

This seems very astonishing, but not more so 
than the author's flattery of King Peter, who 
is held up to usas a patriot without guile. 

Both Servia and Bulgaria, ‘it is interest- 
ing to note, are anxious for British capital 
to he introduced in order to exploit their 
mineral resources, and bona ide applications 
for concessions are welcomed. The author 
says thgt from information which. he gather- 
ed the opinion seemed to be unanimo-s that 
the troubles still existing between Bulgaria 
and Turkey over Macedonia are in no way 
decreasing, but rather the contrary, and he 
goes so far as to predict that war is inevitable 
batween these two countries, and that hostilities 
will probably break out before the end of the 
year. An important factor jn the situation, he 
says, is Roumagia. “Bulgaria cannot attack 
Turkey without Roumania’s” consent, and this

will only be given “on cofdition that if 
Bulgaria, as the result of the war, annexes any 
Macedonian territory, then she should cede to 
Roumania that portion of her territory lying 
between the Danube and the Black Sea, taking 
a line from a little east of Varna. Such a 
condition is certainly not to be viewed in 
Bulgaria with any satisfaction, yet as its 
acceptance would mean the extension of 
Bulgaria to the Adriatic, the settlement 
of the Macedonian question, and the final 
destruction of Turkey as a power in Europe, 
the Bulgarian Cabinet are considering it 
very carefully.” This seems a very ambi- 
tious programme, with regard to the execution 
ot which the European powers might reasonably 
be expected to have something to say. The 
Sultan and the high officials view the outlook 
with their usual philosophical calm. The 
writer’s opinion is that Turkey is uncertain of 
the attitude of Servia and Roumania, and is 
rather mystified as to what Austria will in the 
event of war. ‘Relying upon Germany, and 
treating Great Britain with studied politeness, 
she views the present critical situation with 
perfect indifference.” ‘Ihe prospect is anything 
‘but reassuring. We are given a terrible picture 
of wholesale massacres, and the latest informa- 
tion to hand shows that the “reforms” have 
done little to check the operations of the 
Greek bands, who are spreading misery and 
death in all directions. What ,will be the 
end of it all is difficult to forecast. Sir 
Edward Grey the other day received an 
influential deputation headed by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbary, who urged the 
necessity of European control in Macedonia, 
but he could give them but cold comfort. He 
had to admit that in spite of what had been 
done to restore order the condition of things in 
Macedonia remained much the same as before, 
and the sitnation was now complicated by 
internecine warfare. The proposal that a Euro- 
pean Governor-General should be appointed he 
considered impracticable. To attempt to secure 
it by isolated action on the part of Great 
Britain would result in international complica- 
tions. This is obviously the fact, and the other 
members of the Concert would naturally resent 
any attempt at individual action by the British 
Government, were such action possible. It now, 
remains to be seen whether the increase of.the 
Customs dues will bring abont any better 
supervision of this unhappy country, and we 
await with interest the proposals for reform 
which Austria and Russia are expected to 
make_in the course of the present snmmer. 
Professor Agoura, of Sofia University, suggest- 
ed to the author that the best settlement would 
be a restrained autonomy, that would not 
separate Macedoina from Turkey. Macedonia 
should be placed under a European Governor- 
General, preferably a Swiss, in whom the 
central administration should be vested, all 
other questions being leit to Turkey. The 
book contains much information regarding the 
economic condition of the countries under 
survey, and is illustrated by a number of excel- 
lent photographs by the .anthor and Princess 
Zenia of Montenegro.

Fatal Accident, 

About. 5 o’clock on Wednesday afternoon,

girl, named Anna bint Mobamed, in the 
debris. When she was eventually extracted, 
life was found to be extinct, and the body 
was conveyed to the home of her parents in 
the Taht'el Raba quarter. 


Births and Deaths. 

528 births, of which 9 were of European 
parentage, and 837 deaths, of which 19 were 
Europeans, were registered in Cairo during 
the week ending 15th inst. 669 of the deaths 
were of children under 5 years of age. The 
tollowing epidemics are’ cited as the principal 
causes of death :—dyphtheria 7, typhus 16, 
typhoid 3, measles 79, small pox 1 and erysi- 
pelas 4. 


A Dishonest Servant. 

Mohamed Bey Arif, of Helonan, complained 
to the police that he had been robbed of a 
bank note worth L.E. 50 and that he suspected 
one of his servants of having taken it. The 
latter was arrested and her house searched, 
when various objects belonging to her master, 
and valued at considerably more than the 
above mentioned sum, were discovered. She 
eventually admitted her crime. 


Cheap Egyptian Mummy. 

The quaintest among a crowd of curious 
things on sale at Stev. nson’s‘room in Covent 
Garden, London, last week, was a tall wooden 
case painted all over with curious hieroglyphics 
in which rested the mummy of an Egyptian 
princess. Despite the fact that the mummy is 
believed to be more than 3,400 years old, and 
is one of ‘the very few perfect specimens still 
remaining outside the museums, it failed to 
attract the attention of any notable Egyptolo- 
gists, and after a languid bidding was knocked 
down for the sum of thirteen guineas. 


Land at Omdurman. 

The auction sale of building sites offered 
by the Government at Omdurman took place 
on the 8th inst. at Omdurman zaptieh. Eight 
leasehold sites were offered in the “suk,” and 
bids for these went up‘high. As much as £1 
per sq. metre was the average premium paid 
for these sites. Evidently the purchasers needed 
the sites for their business and had no specu- 
lation in view. The freehold sites offered at 
the Mulazimin quarter realized about 10 or 12 
P.T. per square metre, which is not very bad, 
considering the extent of territory at Omdur- 
man that is available for building sites.

THE VIVANTE MYSTERY, 


The Vivante mystery appears to be no nearer 
solution than on the day on which the body of 
the deceased was discovered in a bedroom of 
the hotel. According to the latest information 
obtained almost at the moment of. going to 
press, the Spanish Consul, Hopkinson Bey, 
and Hachem Bey visited about half past one 
this afternoon the room where tbe body was 
discovered, and made a minute investiga- 
tion of all that had taken place on the 
night of the murderor suicide, whichever it 
may be, paying special attention to the occu- 
pation of the neighbouring room by the 
jeweller previously mentioned. Both the pro- 

~ prietor of’ the hotel and the jeweller were 
questioned minutely, bat we understand 
that no information further than that 
obtained in the first instance was forthcoming. 
We understand that no further ¢lue has result- 
ed from the investigations of the police.

ANGLO-EGYPTIAN INDIFFERENCE: 


Considerable attention has been drawn by 
the foreign and native local Press to the letter 
of Mr. R.J. Moss, which recently appeared in 
our columns on the subject of ‘the attitude of 
the members of the Anglo-Egyptian Colony at 
Alexandria to the question ofa memorial to 
Lord Cromer. Out of one thousand circulars 
letters addressed to British residents in Alex- 
andria asking for their opinion as to the form 
the testimonial to Lord Cromer should take, 
only 29 replies. were received. 

The facts given in Mr. Mose’s letter admit 
of only one interpretation, which is that the 
persons to whom the letters were adressed were 
so indifferent to the matter that they never 
took the trouble to give any thought to them. 
This attitude of indifference is deserving of 
notice, because the British Colony at Alexandria 
is the most important non-official section of 
Anglo-Egyptians in the country. They repre- 
sent the permanent section of the English 
population of Egypt far more than the Anglo- 
Egyptian official inhabitants of Cairo. It would 
therefore be thought that here, if anywhere, 
such an appeal as that made by Mr. Moss 
would have been readily responded to. The 
appeal, however, failed completely in its object. 
One local contemporary in drawing attention 
to this interesting fact remarks “Sie transit 
gloriamundi.” Anothercontemporary enunciates 
the following theory for this indifference :— 

It appears that the English Colony are not 
of the same opinion as their heads, or are not 
satisfied with the pioneers of the occupation. 
With the object of erecting a monument to the 
memory of Lord Cromer, one of these addressed 
a circulir to 130 ot his compatriots and only 
received 29 answers to his appear. We have 
looked for the reasons for this ill-feeling 
towards Lord Cromer and his policy. The 
nglish Colony did not enjoy the consideration 
which extended by- their authorities towards 
the various European Colonies, Italian, French, 
and German. ‘The English nation is represented 
in Egypt by Goyernment officials to the exclu- 
sion of the colonists to such a point that 
Lord Cromer imported the employés directly 


‘| from England? English bnsiness men have not 


found in Egypt the help which they hoped for. 
These arethe reasons which made them hate 
the Cromerian administration. 


EGYPTIAN NATIONALISM. 


SECRET SOCIETIES. 


“Al-Watan” says :— 

A case will in all probability be brought 
before the native tribunal at one of the centres 
of Upper Egypt in which the hand of secret 
societies is bound to appear. It will be remem- 
bered that the principal aim of these societies 
is to boycott British goods in general. Our 
friends of the Nationalist party hastened to 
refute our news whenever we published a line 
on this subject ; but they let the eat ont of the 
hag last month when they enjoined upon their 
Mohamedan brethren in the columns of “Al- 
Lewa” to buy no goods from foreigners and 
take all they require “froin their brother even 
if his goods were bad and dear.” This fact was 
pointed out by us at the time when “Al-Lewa” 
attempted a lame explanation that did not 
satisfy its own supports: Now that a law-suit 
is pending with the boycotting of foreign 
goods by two members of a secret society as its 
raison d’étre it will be. hard, even for “Al- 
Lewa” to explain the matter away. We hope 
to give more details on this law-suit-and the 
working of secret societies on a future date. 

The Cairo correspondent of the “Pall Mall 
Gazette” agrees with us that the frequency of 
complaints and accusations and, the evident 
pains to which the Nationalist Press has gone 
in every instance to refute them, show that 
they are not ill-founded. Our able contem- 
porary will, no donbt, find additional proofs in 
the open letter published by “Al-Lewa” to 
which we have referred and in the coming law- 
suit which we are promised in a few days. We 
in our.turn, agree with the correspondent of 
the “Pall Mall Gazette” that the Government. 
is fully informed of what is happening and 
that its secret service men are distributed all 
over the country. But in certain cases these 
secret agents are utterly useless, either from 
wanton duplicity or from crass imbecility. 
Morcover, the proverbial indifference and in- 
action of our Government in all matters con- 
nected with the anti-English movement have 
assumed alarming proportions. If the London 
Press well help to move our authorities to 
action in these questions a great danger may 
be smothered before it grows too tough. 


CUSTOMS RETURNS.

Aecording to the Customs Returns for 
June last the total value of imports during 
that month amounted to L.E. 1,892,152 and 
the exports to L.E. 1,180,744 against LE. 
1,645,913 and L.E. 940,588 respectively 
during ‘the corresponding month of last year. 

The total imports and exports’ from the 
beginning of the year up to the end of June 
were LE. 12,286,188 and L.E. 18,242,405 
against L.E. 10,518,579 and L.E. 11,154,660 
for the corresponding six. months of 1906, 

During the month under review specie to the 
amount of L.E. 511,796 was imported and 
LE. 638,063 exported against L.E. 41,512 and 
L.E. 675,945 for June 1906. 

The total imports and exports of specie 
during the first six months of 1907 amounted: 
to LE. 2,010,427 and L.E. 638,168 against 
LE. 591,444 and L.E. 675,945 respectively 
for the corresponding-half year of 1906, 
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THE FINANCIAL CRISIS. 


THE CRISIS AND THE COTTON CROP. 


Under the above heading ‘C.R.” has in a 
recent issue of “La Reforme” discussed the 
position of the coming staple export crop of 
Egypt with reference to the cultivator, the 
export buyer, the speculator, and the banker ; 
and the conclusion at which he arrives is what 
we should have expected from any one inoculat- 


-ed with the financial heresies of “La Reforme,” 


viz: “that, the time has arrived for the Govern- 
ment) to intervene and place at the disposal of 
the National Bank sufficient funds to enable 
that institution to make large advances etc. 
ete.” but our contemporary’s nostrum, so 
frequently prescribed, and now adopted by 
‘C.R.,’ is too well known to require completion. 

On this occasion the appeal is mote earnest 
than ever and the Government are solemnly 
warned that if they fail to apply the pres- 
cription of “ La Reforme” then “ the 
fellah’s interests will suffer cruelly and the 
crisis will become, frightfully acute and 
general ; the striken fellah will fall into 
arrears in the payment of his taxes” and 
at the culmination of this disaster the very 
credit of the Government itself may be shaken!! 
From this appalling picture we turn to a consi- 
deration of the conditions of the cotton culti- 
vation in Egypt which “C.R.” has clearly 
and accurately set forth: and ‘while the 
conclusions at which we have arrived are very 
different, we claim to have given the subject 
as serious consideration as “C.R.”has done, and 
to have consulted the opinions of those we 
consider most entitled to respect. 

We find the situation calls for the exercise 
of prudence and judgment, but we fail to see 
any occasion for alarm or fear that the business 
capacity of the exporters engaged in the 
cotton trade will prove inadeqnate to financing 
the crop without prejudice to the interest of 
the fellah and without upsetting the money 
market. 

It is unnecessary to follow “C.R.”. into his 
explanation of the modus operandi by which 
exporters, who sell ahead of the season to 
spinners abroad, cover their sales by contract 
purchases against fluctuations of the market. 

His explanation is perfectly lucid and any 
one of our readers who is unacquainted with 
the operation will do well to study the explan- 
ation given on the subject in “La Réforme” of 
the 15th inst. 

From the comments of “C.R.” we might be 
led to believe that exporters of cotton are 
compelled this year to cover their sales abroad 
by purchase of contracts, owing to insufficiency 
of funds to purchase in the country from the 
fellaheen, and it is on this point especially 
that we join issue with “C.R.” as we believe 
him to be entirely misinformed. 

It appears to us that he has jumped to this 
conclusion owing to the recent exposure of 
some of the difficulties which confront the 
exporters in covering their sales by contracts. 

Of course it is impossible for the exporters 
to cover in the interior, during the summer 
months, the large sales made abroad as promptly 
as during the cotton season, hence recourse to 
contracts purchased on the bourse for tem- 
porary cover of their sales: and what has 
ocenrred this year in the way of purchase of 
contracts is inno way singular, butmerely what 
is done every year, though perhaps to a larger 
extent this year, because, as “O.R.” remarks, 
forward sales have been very heavy. 

It is generally estimated that one third of 
the coming crop has already been sold, a great 
part of which has been purchased. or engaged 
from the fellaheen and the balance covered by 
contract. * 

Any. difficulty that the exporter may ex- 
perience arises from the fact that brokers, 
knowing the enormous losses made by specula- 
tors, are unwilling to deal in contracts, But 
“C.R.” apparently fails to realise that, at this 
period of the year, cotton shippers have mach, 
if not most, of their own capital free and hence 
have very little need of recourse to the local 
banks for assistance. Now as to the cultivator, 
so far from the fellah being the’ object of our 
sympathy, we are inclined to regard him with 
feelings akin to envy. 

The Government by the guarantee of a 
further sum of one million sterling has enabled 
the Agricultural Bank to increase its working 
capital to that extent during the past few 
months, which sum is available for the culti- 
vator, and this favoured individual can dispose 
of his crop if he so desires at $20 per cantar 
resulting in a profit of anything up to 100% 
on his outlay. And it is on his behalf that 
the Government are invited to place huge 
suns of gold with the National Bank of Egypt 
Ld., in order to enable him to pay his taxes 
and so save the credit of the Government 
itself!!! 

We think that we have made it evident 
that the position of the telaheen need cause 
anxiety neither to the Government nor to any 
one else. 

The individual whose position is actually 
precarious is the speculative seller of cotton, 
whose calculations of lower prices have been 
completely upset by the poor ‘prospects of the 
American crop and the consequent advance in 
the price of Egyptian, and it is in his interest 
that the recent decision of the Committee of 
the Bourse is being engineered. But even if 
the speculative spirit be paralysed and ex- 
porters be unable to purchase contracts for 
futures, we fail to see how the cotton trade 
of the country can be ‘ultimately damaged. 
The fellah will either sell his crop ata fixed 
price for forward delivery, or he will wait until 
it has been marketed. Probably in fear that a 
glut may occur if he waits too long he will 
sell forward. 

As regards financing, the crop is virtually 
financed by the spinners whether British, 
American or Continental, the accomodation 


extended by the banks here being merely. of 
& temporary nature and quickly repaid by 
the exporters. Last year owing to the early 
and heavy arrivals of the crop, and to its 
unexpected value, the Banks feund them- 
selves unprepared for the demand made on 


| the stock of gold which they had provided: 


but there is little fear of any such state 
of’ unpreparedness this year. We have every 
reason to believe that a larger stock of gold 
exists in the vaults of the Banks in Egypt 
to-day, than at’any previous period: and 
this hoarding is not tor the luxury of the 
thing, but to provide for all contingencies 
of every nature whatever. 

The large export houses too, have care- 
fully. scrutinised and forecasted the position, 
and we feel confident that nothing has been 
left to chance which can be controlled by 
prudence and forethought. 

We understand “‘C.R.’s” assertion to be that 
bills drawn in Egypt are at present viewed 
askance in European centres, but this cannot 
possibly reter to cotton transactions, for the 
capital of the exporters is intact.’ They have 
enjoyed a prosperous year und their credit 
never stood higher than to-day in consequence. 

The _fellaheen’s wealth is greater this year 
than last and the value of land,his only invest- 
ment, is not depreciated : Therefore the condi- 
tion of the cotton business is sufficiently sound 
all round for no cause of any anxiety. 

It is in no censorious spirit that we have 
dealt with “C.R.’s” remarks for we believe them 
to be the honest outcome of careful investiga- 
tion. None the less we do believe his concln- 
sions to be erroneous and to be fraught with 
danger, inasmuch as they may be read and 
aecepted abroad, being shielded under the 
aegis of our respected contemporary “La, 
Reforme.” We consider that unnecessaily 
alarmist reports and reiterated appeals to the 
Government for unnecessary aid are calcu- 
lated to damage Egyptian credit: and to 
counteract these mischievous if honest appeals 
we shall continue to direct our untiring 
energies. 


MINISTRY OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 


THE LAMBERT AFFAIR. 


The Paris ‘“l'emps” publishes an article 
concerning the resignation of M. Lambert, a 
Frenchman, from the directorate of the Khedi- 
vial School of Law. 

After calling in question the qualifications of 
Mr. Hill, the Englishman by whom M. Lambert 
has been superseded, the ‘“T'emps” says: “The 
supplanting of a Frenchman by an Englishman 
is correct according to the letter of the law, but 
it is not very just, friendly, or clever. It is not 
just, because the School of Law is an essentially 
French institution: not friendly, as being 
contrary to the mutual engagements between 
France and Great Britain, and to the agree- 
ment of April 8th, 1904; not clever, since the 
decision is not in consonance with the general 
trend of British policy.” 

The “Temps’ asserts that what it describes 
as “the vexations” of Mr. Dunlop drove M. 
Lambert to resign, and goes on to urge favour- 
ed treatment for the French in Egypt, who 
represent considerable material and moral inter- 
ests. “The mutual confidence which charac- 
terises Anglo-French relations,” it concludes, 
‘impels us to say quite frankly that there is 
no justification, no explanation, and no excuse 
for the treatment inflicted on us by officials of 
the Dunlop school.” 


The following telegram has been sent to M. 
Pichon, Minister of Foreiga Affairs, Paris, by 
Messrs. Caneri and Vaast, deputies of. the 
French Nation :” Not only as regards ourselves 
personally, but in the name of the whole French 
Colony in Cairo, we wish it to be brought to 
your notice that we cannot agree with the 
opinions expressed by Sir Edward Grey in the 
House of Commons on July 16 as regards the 
Affaire Lambert and the direstorship of the 
Khedivial School of Law at Cairo. We express 
our wish that the post in question be allotted 
toa Frenchman. The entente cordiale will be 
void of any real signification unless our 
interests in Egypt be provided for. 


ARMY OF OCCUPATION. 


Our Army and Navy correspondent writes 
from London :— According to present arran- 
gements, the Ist Battalion of the Alexandria 


‘Princess of Wales’s Own Yorkshire Regiment, 


familiarly known as the “Green Howards,” 
will embark on the 8.8. “Soudan,” at South- 
ampton, about the 16th January for Alex- 
andria, Egypt. The battalion, which will re- 
lieve the 2nd Battalion Royal Inniskilling 
Fusiliers at Cairo, will detach one company 
for duty in Cyprus. The “Soudan” will also 
carry out various drafts and details for Gib- 
raltar, Malta and Egypt. The Green How- 
ards were in the Soudan Frontier opera- 
tions of 1884, and participated in the action 
of Giniss. Lieutenant Colonel E. M. Esson, 
who now commands the battalion, was then a 
subaltern of the battalion. - 

In some recent instructions issued by the 
Army Council in regard to the procedure to 


be adopted in carrying ont reliefs, it is pointed |: 


out that in years past the non-commissioned’ 
officers posted in relief to the service units 
abroad have, in some cases, been very young 
soldiers, who on joining their units have 
found themselves senior in rank to non com- 
missioned offices of greater experience and 
length of service. The Council has djrected 
that in. selecting reliefs officers in charge of 
records are to send out non-commissioned offi- 
cers of more equal length of service and 
seniority, so far asit is possible to do this 
without detriment to the requirements of 
units at home.

BRITISH FLEET’S VISIT. 


(From Our: Own CorresponDent. ) 


Larnaca, July 11, 1907. 

The British Fleet has comeand gone, and those 
few officers who were privileged to spend a few 
days on Troodos will doubtless regret that their 
stay could not have been longer. The majority 
of theofficers being unable to visit themountain 
station, preferred, and wisely so, to remain 
mostly on board ship, landing only for a little 
walking or riding exercise. 

The Bluejackets can have found little to 
attract them on land, as at this time of year 
no entertainments could be arranged for their 
amusement. Certainly the pleasantest honrs 
out of the twenty four must at this season of 
the year be those spent in bathing, and very 
thoroughly did they: seem to enjoy it,- prolong- 
ing their aquatic exercises well through the 
afternoons. - 

H.M.S. ‘Venerable’ and H.M.S. ‘Prince of 
Wales’ have been anchored in these roadsteads, 
the former being the Flagship ot Rear-Admiral 
H.R.H. Prince Louis of Battenberg. The Prince 
is already well known in this town where he is 
highly popular, and where his commanding 
presence and affable manners have won for him: 
the admiration and the good opinion of all the 
inhabitants. 

The bands of both vessels came on shore 
and played selections of music in the after- 
noons, much to the delight and appreciation 
of the townspeople. 
ice Supply. 

Much trouble and inconvenience has been 
cansed to residents jn the chief towns by the 
sudden cessation last week of the ice deliveries 
from the new ice factory here, due we believe, 
to a temporary breakdown in the machinery. 
The ice was in good demand and those who 
had become accustomed to its use have felt the 
deprivation severely. The usual consignments 
of snow from the Troodos ‘snowpits’ had this 
year been stopped ‘in order that the new ice 
venture wight not be unduly interfered with, 
and Nicosia residents are therefore not able 
even to fall back on that alternative. We hope 
the production and delivery of ice will soon be 
recommenced.

THE CHATBY ESPLANADE. 


According to a note received by the Muni- 
cipality on the subject of the projected es- 
planade from Fort Silsileh to Mustapha from 
Mr. Lloyd Davies, chief engineer, it is impossi- 
ble to criticise in detail the project from the 
construction point of view, but taking it from 
the general point of an .engineer the plan is 
well laid out and there is no question as to 
its practicability. It would, indeed, greatly 
improve the coast from Fort Silsileh to Musta- 
pha. Mr. Lloyd Davies sees no technical 
objection to the project, but suggests that the 
plans should be subjected to the Municipality 
before the concession’ is granted, and that 
the work should be conducted under its 
supervision

EGYPTIAN PRISONS. 


REPORT FOR 1906. 


Coles Pasha, Director ot Prisons, reports as 
follows to the Minister of the Interior :— 

I have the honour to submit my Annual 
Administration Report with the usual Statis- 
tics and other information for the year 1906. 

97,488 persons were committed to the several 
prisons during the year. Of these 92,663 were 
males and 4,825 females compared with 94,516 
males and 6,306 females in 1905. The reduction 
in number of females committed to prison 
during the past two years is very marked, 
9,900 females having been committed in 1904. 

The Irrigation Courts appear to have been 
exceptionally active during the year as the 
number of Committals are largely in excess 
of any previous year. This is, to some extent, 
accounted for by the changes in the system 
of irrigation introduced into Middle. Egypt, 
but an examination of the Committals from 
each Merkez shows, as last year, the marked 
difference in the way the law is applied in 
Merkezes adjacent to each other. 

The number of persons committed “Before 
trial” is also the largest number recorded 
during the past five years. It is very remark- 
able too that notwithstanding that the number 
of prisoners committed in detault has dropped 
from 40,151 in 1902 to 8,761 in 1906 the 
number committed in default by the Cairo 
Courts are somewhat in excess of those com- 
mitted in 1905, 

The absence of locusts during 1906 accounts 
for the decrease in committals by Administra- 
tive Courts as the Decree relating to the 
destruction of lucusts is administered by such 
courts. 

2,019 prisoners were released on condi- 
tional liberty compared with 2,300 during 
1905. The number of such prisoners re-incarcer- 
ated has dropped from 42 in 1905 to 8 during 
the year under report. Of these 5 were released 
during 1906 and 3 in previous years. I question 
if more satisfactory results are obtained in any 
other country and doubtless Mudirs (no 
prisoner can be released without the Mudir 
agreeing) will take credit to themselves and 
quote these figures as showing the discrimina- 
tion they exercise in sanctioning such release. 
But I would ask Mudirs to be a little more 
liberal with convicts who have been sentenced 
to long terms and who have qualified by good 
conduct in prison for conditional release and I 
may observe that this Department never asks 
for the release of an old offender unless he has 
undergone a long term of imprisonment. In 
1905 the release of 788 convicts was refused 
by the Administrative Authorities and again 
this year, the application of 563 have been 
rejected. Many of these men have undergone 
years of penal servitude and I could quote one 
instance where the convict whose release was 
refused had actually passed 20 years in confine- 
ment. What can the local authorities know of 
a convict’s character after so long a period ? 

The details of the prisoners in confinement 
at the close of the year are given in tabular 
form. We find 1918 awaiting disposal against 
2,440 at. the close of 1905. Of these, 405 only 
were awaiting trial in 1st Instance, 852 were 
under appeal, and the cases of 621 were still 
with the Parquet. The figures for 1905 were 
508-1,237 and 667 respectively. In my report 
for 1905 I stated that I doubted if we could 
still further reduce the namber of prisoners 
sent to prison indefault, but at the close of 
1906 we find only 108 undergoing such im- 
prisonment (217 in 1905). 

Auother table deals with prisoners com- 
mitted before trial. Of the 21,088 so committed 
56% were convicted (587% in 1905), 39% were 
released without trial by the Parquet or 
acquitted by the Courts (86% in 1905) and 4% 
were awaiting trial at the close of the year 
(4% in 1905). In the matter of release without 
trial or acquittal by the courts, the least satis- 
factory results are reported from Damanhour 
and Minieh with 67% and 64% respectively so 
released. 

This same time shows that of the prisoners 
committed before trial, 50% were disposed of 
in 14 days (45% in 1905), 40% took from 14 
days to 1 month (28% in 1904), 12% from 1 to 
2 months (10% in 1905) and 6% more than 3 
months, 

The number of prisoners who appealed 
against their sentences (‘T'able-V) has decreased, 
being 11,128 compared with 12,914 in 1905 
Of these 16% were released (19% in 1905). 
The period these prisoners passed whilst under 
appeal has ceased to interest this Department, 
as prisoners appealing are now dealt with as 
under sentence.

males and “5,509 females in 1905. Of these 
950 were sentenced to:penal servitude (1,107 in 
1905), 150 to detention (148 in 1905), 28,905 
to_ imprisonment with labour (21,392 in 1905), 
81,737 to simple imprisonment 34,383 in 1905 
and 13,597 to imprisonment in default (16,776 
in 1905). 

With an increase in crime it is not easy to 
account for this decrease’ in prisoners sen- 
tenced to penal servitude. Many criminals. 
are of course sentenced to imprisonment 
with labour, but the increase under prison- 
ers sentenced to imprisonment with labour 
is more than accounted for by the reduction 
in prisoners sentenced to simple imprisonment. 
Itis perhaps worthy of note that notwithstand- 
ing this general-reduction in prisoners sentenc- 
ed to simple imprisonment and large reduc- 
tion in the lesser délits throughout the 
country (see Judicial.Statistics), in some pri- 
sons the number of prisoners sentenced to 
simple imprisonment has considerably increas- 
ed, viz :—Cairo 500, Tantah 600, Shebin-el- 
Kom 600, Mansourah 200 and Port-Said 400. 
It will be remembered oo that more pri- 
soners were sentenced in default: by the 
Cairo Courts than in 1905. 3 

12 persons were executed during the year 
against 20 in 1905. Prior to the establish- 
ment of Assize Courts, I showed that from 
the time of arrest to the execution the aver- 
age period was 8 months (see Prisons Re- 
port for 1900), Of the men executed. dur- 
ing the year, the average time from arrest 
to execution was 5 months, the shortest 
period being 3 months and 15 days and the 
longest 9 months and 21 days. 

In‘ calculating the periods of imprison- 
ment, prisoners sentenced in default have 
been included. If as last year we eliminate 
prisoners so sentenced, the proportion of 
short sentences is still very large. Of the 
total sentenced to substantive sentence of 
imprisonment in one form or other in 1906 
52% were for less than one month against 
50% so sentenced in 1905, This large per- 
centage of short sentences is all the more 
remarkable as the Judicial Statistics show 
a very great reduction in the lesser délits 
which are as a rule disposed of by short 
sentences, 

The total number of old offenders recon- 
victed during the year is shewn as 4,944 
compared with 5,882 in 1905 and 7,295,in 
1904. A first sight it would appear that 
the number of old offenders is rapidly di- 
minishing, but, as I pointed out last year, 
this apparent diminution is owing to the 
committal warrants of the Merkez Courts 
ignoring previous convictions. This is clearly 
the cause, as if we only take offences against 
property (dealt with for the most part by 
the Summary and not the Merkez Courta) 
we find 2,860 reconvictions against 2,847 
in 1903, ° ei 

The number of old offenders sent to Penal 
Servitude under Art. 50 has dropped from 
338 in 1905 to 224 in 1906 and possibly this 
may mean that the number of this particular 
class is limited and that the majority are 
accounted for as either undergoing penal ser- 
vitude or police supervision after penal ser- 
vitude, But a closer examination of Table 1X 
does not altogether confirm this supposition, 
as the figures show that of the 1,039 old offend- 
ers who had been previously “three times” 
in prison for offences against. property 228 
or 21% only ,were sentenced to penal ser- 
vitude, 282 or 27 % getting six months or less 
imprisonment. Of course it does not follow 
that all these prisoners come under’ the defi- 
nition of an old offender for whom penal 
servitude is prescribed but possibly in many 
instances lighter sentences have heen awarded 
when penal servitude might have been the 
punishment inflicted. 

The question of the best means .of dealing 
with incorrigibles has been fully ‘discussed 
during the year. This Department urged that 
Art. 50 of the Code should be modified, an 
indeterminate sentence in an adult Refor- 
matory being substituted for penal servitude, 
to be followed by exile to the remote Soudan 
should the Reformatory treatment fail. Penal 
servitude being reserved for the graver 
offences. ; 

But it was thought that it would be difficult 
to get judges to agree to an indeterminate 
sentence especially as there is as yet na oon- 
clusive proof that penal servitude has failed 
with such offenders. No decision has as yet 
been arrived at, but I believe that I am correct 
in stating that the propasal is to prescribe a 
limited period (5 years) in an adult Reforma- 
tory as an alternative punishment to penal 
servitude to be followed by an indeterminate 
sentence toa Reformatory should penal ser 
vitude or a limited period in a Reformatory 
fail. It may be asked why measures of a Re- 
formatory character cannot be introduced into 
a penal servitude establishment, but organised 
as such establishments are in Egypt it is, I 
fear, almost impossible to do so. On the other 
hand the magistrates may rest assured that 
the first year passed at a Reformatory will be 
quite as deterrent to the average fellah as penal 
servitude. 

962 (248 in default) juveniles were im- 
prisoned during the year compaied with 1749 
in 1905. Of these 1 was convicted of Crime, 
515 of Délits, and 446 of Contraventions; 
2,045 boys were whipped, being 1,240 leas than 
during the year 1905, ‘These figures would lead 
one to suppose that the youthful criminal is 
rapidly becoming virtuous but the explanation 
is simply that the Police have at last learned 
to deal with children in a more rational 
manner. 

Detailed statistics showing the working of 
the Reformatory are given inthe a pendix, 
87 boys were committed: ta this aatablnhoneit 
pompared with 104 in 1905. Of these 56 7% 
(76 % in 1905) were fiyat offenders and 81 had 
committed theft in some form oy other ; 64 7 
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were returned as of no occupation and 3 % 
only were educated. During the year 83 boys 
were discharged. Of the boys discharged during 
1905 and 1904 seven (14 %) were reconvicted, 
being the-best record we have so far attained. 

The new Reformatory building will be com- 
pleted by the close of the current year and we 
shall then have ample accommodation fongj00 
boys and 120 girls. In fact with the remarkable: 
reduction in number which the last two years 
has brought about, I trust that the same 
building will suffice for little waifs and strays 
as .well as little criminals. If necessary the 
two classes can be accommodated in separate 
wings, but I would deprecate any distinction 
being drawn, as both are “irresponsibles” in 
the eyes of the law and should in my opinion 
be treated alike in the Reformatory. The 
Judicial authorities are now considering legisla- 
tion for dealing with waifs and strays and 
juvenile vagabonds generally and by the close 
of the year we shall be better able to, judge 
what extra accommodation, if any, is required. 
I draw attention to this, as I note that phil- 
anthropic people in England are urging the 
establishment of schools and homes for little 
Egyptian vagabonds, and, circulars have been 
out calling on Egyptians to assist in providing 
such institutions. My experience is that there 
will be no difficulty in collecting subscriptions 
in Egypt, but the Egyptian Government having 
very generously provided buildings in Cairo, I 
think that private enterprise might now be 
well directed to the maintenance of the chidren 
these buildings will accommodate, as the 
present Reformatory grant will certainly not 
suffice. It will be time enough to create other 
institutions in the Provincial towns when the 
Cairo Establishment is‘full up. 

In previous reports, I have suggested the 
desirability of appointing a committee in each 
Mudirieh or important town, the members of 
which would interest themselves in obtaining 
work for discharged reformatory boys. With 
this object I, in the early part of the year, 
addressed the several Mudirs and Governors 
and I am glad toreport that with one exception 
I received sympathetic replies and assistan- 
ce and fourteen of these committees now exist.: 
The Mudir presides over these committees, 
but the other members are non-official ‘and 
many subscribed or offered to subscribe con- 
siderable sums to help the boys to a fresh start 
in life. The money saved by boys whilst in the 
Reformatory is, on their discharge, dealt with 
by. these committees and I trust that if a pro- 
posal I have made to the Finaice Ministry, re 
gratuities for discharged prisoners, be approved, 
these committees will enlarge their sphere of 
influence and become Aid Societies for released 
prisoners generally, 

A very considerable reduction has taken 
place in the number of persons-who elected 
to labour in lieu of imprisonment being 11,376 
compared with 18,101 in 1905 and as fines are 
now largely paid, this reduction is so far satis- 
factory, but in some prisons (notably Cairo) | 
think a little more pressure would ensure the 
fine being paid or a day’s wark performed and 
thus imprisanment in default avoided. 

here has been a decrease in both minor 
and major offences committed by prisoners 
whilst undergoing sentence the number being 
7,897 (8,452 or in 1905) and 210.(919 in 1905) 
respectively. Assaults on prison officials have 
still further decreased fram 144 in 1905 to 119 
during 1906. 

Perhaps one of the least satisfactory features 
of prison administration in Egypt is the large 
number of escapes annually. recorded. Extra 
mural labour is ta a certain extent the cause 
of these escapes, but the wardars are, I regret 
to say, often entirely responsible. I am glad 
therefore to report that only 33 escapes are 
recorded during 1906 compared: with 63 in 
1905. Of the prisoners who escaped 21 were 
recaptured and 15 of those who had escaped in 
previous years, 8 of the 88 escapes ocourred 
from prison precincts, 12 from warders in 
charge of extra mural gang and 13 from Police 
whilst escorting prisoners to the tribunals or 
other prisons, ; 

-The vital statistios have been fully. discussed 
by Dr. Kirton in his report and the Medical 
Officers of the Department are to be con- 
gratulated on their year’s work, as the mortal- 
ity record is the lowest yet reached, viz:—11°9 
per mille on average population (1°4 per mille 
on admissions). The mortality at Abou-Zaabal 
(where the work is entirely extra mural) was 
the lowest (4°9) and Alexandria the highest 
(21°5). There was one case of suicide and 11 
prisoneis were admitted direct to hospital 
to die. 

Judging from the mortality distribution for 
the past four years, August, is the healthiest 
and December the Jeast healthy month. As 
regards labour, prisoners making coir and cord 
mats appear to be the least healthy but here 
it must be borne in mind that weak and sickly 
prisoners are largely selected for this light 
form of labour. 

There were no epidemics and deaths from 
pulmonary tubercolosis dropped to 26 (50.in 
1905). 87 prisoners were released on medical 
grounds, 10 suffering from pulmonary tubérey: 
losis. In 1905 the figures were 41 and 14 


respectively. Two.deaths from cerebro spinal | | 


fever opcurred and 2 from typhus,

occurred there out of the 69 reported during 
the year. 20 cases of scurvy were reported 
against 50 in 1905. 10 of these cases were 
reported from Assiut and 6 from Alexandria 
where a certain amount of skin disease of a 
mild type also occurred. 

It will be seen that the special class of 
“Habitwals” still receives considerable attention 
from Dr. Kirton and his'subotdinates and the 
figures he gives relating to their mental -condi- 
tion are useful. It is especially interesting to 
note that “they are addicted to drags nearly 
three times as frequently as other ordinary 
prisoners.”. “ 

Dr. Kirton also gives a table showing that 
the Reformatory boys have considerably 
improved in physique of late years since their 
diet has been increased. One death occutred 
during the year, but otherwise the general 
health was very satisfactory.
